>r  each  additional  oz.  Business  and  finan- 
al  correspondence  is  still  confined  to  ascer- 
lining  facts  and  exchanging  information, 
ut  correspondence  may  now  be  prepaid 
>r  express  delivery.  Senders  must  comply 
ith   censorship-permit,  currency-control 


and  export-licensing  regulations.  The  ser- 
vice is  available  to  the  whole  of  France 
except  the  Departments  of  Meuse,  Meurthe- 
et-Moselle,  Vosges,  Haute  Saone,  Doubs, 
Moselle,  Bas-Rhin,  Haut-Rhin  and  the 
territory  of  Belfort.  No  air  mail,  insured, 
money  order  or  parcel-post  service  is  at 
present  available.  From  March  19,  printed 
paper  for  most  areas  in  France  will  be 
accepted  at  the  rate  of  one  penny  for  4  oz. 
(minimum  2^cf.),  subject  to  the  censorship 
permit  regulations.  The  postal  service  to 
Greece  (including  Crete)  has  been  extended 
to  include  private  and  business  letters  rot 
exceeding  1  oz.  in  weight.  Business  letters 
are  restricted  to  those  ascertaining  facts  and 
exchanging  information.  Postage  rates  are  : 
Letters,  3d. ;  postcards,  2d.  Correspond- 
ence is  not  accepted  for  registration,  insur- 
ance or  express  delivery;  and  no  air  mail, 
money  order  or  parcel  post  service  is 
available.

vidson    (lecturer    in    biochemistry  at 
srdeen  University)  said  recently,  in  an 
Iress  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh 
"The  Newer  Vitamins,"  that  panto- 
nic  acid — one  of  the  members  of  the 
lily  that  make  up  vitamin  D — prevented 
:  onset  of  grey  hair  in  black  rats  and 
rer  foxes,  but  had  little  or  no  effect  on 
y  hair  in  human  beings.   Biotin,  one  of 
:    most    active    biological  substances 
own,  could  exert  an  effect  when  present 
dilutions  as  great  as  one  ounce  in  ten 
llion  tons  of  water.   Rats  on  a  diet  con- 
ning white  of  egg,  but  no  biotin,  suffered 
m  a  serious  condition  called  "egg-white 
ury,"  which  could  be  cured  by  less  than 
e  ten-millionth  oz.  of  biotin  daily.  Egg- 
Lite  injury  was  naturally  rare  in  man, 
t  could  be  produced  artificially  in  volun- 
:rs,  and  one  strange  case,  arising  spon- 
leously  in  an  American  chicken-farmer 
lo  lived  entirely  on  eggs,  had  been  cured 
biotin.  Choline  was  required  in  the  diet 
control  the  deposition  of  fat  in  the  liver, 
lother  substance  required  by  the  liver 
is    the    amino-acid     methionine.  Its 
ministration    was    likely    to    prove  of 
nefit  in  some  types  of  liver  poisoning, 
d  in  preventing  the  loss  of  nitrogenous 
aterial  in  the  urine  after  injury  by  burning.

'Hara,  Abbeyleix,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  B. 
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Bolger,  Maryborough,  the  meeting  decided 
to  accept  under  protest  the  recent  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  I.D.A.  Com- 
mittee with  Coras  Iompair  Eireann  (Irish 
Transport  Co.)  fixing  scales  of  charges  for 
dispensing  and  compounding  medicines  for 
all  employees  of  the  company.  The  I.D.A. 
committee  was  held  to  be  acting  contrary 
to  Rule  18  of  the  Association's  regulations 
in  entering  into  the  agreement.  The 
meeting  requested  an  assurance  that  no 
further  agreements  of  the  kind  would  be 
entered  into  without  prior  consultation  and 
consent  from  members  of  the  I.D.A.  as  a 
whole.  Mr.  Brendan  Smith  (organiser), 
who  was  present  on  behalf  of  the  I.D.A., 
pointed  out  that  the  members  of  the 
committee  who  negotiated  the  agreement 
were  themselves  retailers  in  business,  and 
had  the  full  support  of  chemists  for  the 
work  they  had  been  doing  over  a  large 
number  of  years.  This  was  the  first  agree- 
ment that  had  been  criticised  for  many 
years.  In  making  the  agreement  the 
committee  acted  as  business  men  and  got 
the  best  terms  possible  ;  the  agreement  was 
applicable  only  to  a  limited .  number  of 
prescriptions,  and  anything  outside  the 
schedule  of  the  formulary  could  be  charged 
for  at  the  full  retail  price.

NEWS  FROM  FRANCE 

by  a  Correspondent  in  Paris 

New  Penicillin  Laboratory. — It  is  under- 
stood that  a  new  laboratory  for  research 
into  penicillin  is  shortly  to  be  established 
in  France.  At  the  moment  small  supplies 
are  being  sent  from  the  United  States. 

Perfumery  Sales  in  Paris. — Despite  price 
increases,  toilet  articles  remain  among  the 
most  reasonably  priced  goods  available  in 
the  French  capital.  Prices  being  well  within 
the  range  of  Allied  soldiers'  purses,  many 
of  them  are  good  customers  for  perfumery. 
A  commentary  is  given  on  p.  301. 

Poor-quality  Soap. — Because  of  the  very 
poor-quality  soap  at  present  in  general  use 
in  France  the  Government  is  issuing  a 
special  variety  for  babies.  The  baby  soap 
is  smooth  and  harmless  to  the  skin.  Special 
tickets  have  been  distributed  which  must 
be  .  exchanged  for  the  soap.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  reported  that  most  of  it  is  being  sold 
on  the  "black  market."  An  inquiry  is  to  be 
instituted  into  the  whole  matter. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Whisky  Without  Licence. — At  Carmar- 
then borough  magistrates'  court  recently, 
Lewis  Nightingale  Jones,  Swansea,  repre- 
sentative of  a  Blackpool  firm  of  manufac- 
turing chemists,  was  fined  £10,  with  ^5  10s. 
costs,  for  exposing  whisky  for  sale  by  retail 
when  not  the  holder  of  a  justices'  licence. 

False  Perfumery  Figures. — At  Hull, 
recently,  John  Wesley  Barrable,  trading 
as  the  Sterling  Supply  Co.,  was  sentenced 
to  six  months'  imprisonment  for  making 
false  returns  of  perfumery  sales.  It  was 
stated  by  the  prosecution  that  in  seven 
months  Barrable  had  sold  ^624  worth  of 
perfumery,  on  which  he  made  a  profit  of 
at  least  ^400.  On  each  of  five  other  charges 
he  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment, to  run  concurrently. 

Alterations  to  Ration  Document. — Inti- 
mation that  he  would  consider  making  an 
appeal  "as  in  view  of  the  result  no  one 
would  be  safe"  was  given  by  Peter  N. 
Corrigall,  M.P.S.,  when  he  was  fined  £8 
and  costs  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  magis- 
trates' court  recently  on  a  charge  of  altering 
a  ration  document.  Defendant's  case  was 
that  he  had  amended  the  document,  not 
altered  it.  An  official  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  stated  that  the  prosecution  was  con- 
cerned with  personal  points,  of  which 
defendant  formerly  had  291.  That  number 
was  reduced  by  10  per  cent,  to  262  by  the 
Ministry,  but  defendant  altered  the  figures 
back.  Defendant,  when  asked  why  he  had 
made  the  alteration,  said  he  had  a  right  to 
the  291,  and  on  his  behalf  it  was  claimed  in 
court  that  the  Ministry  had  no  right  in  law 
to  make  any  reductions  in  points.

3  any  premises."  This  definition,  if  passed 
tirough  Parliament  unchanged,  will  afford 
firm  basis  for  dealing  with  any  outsiders 
rtio  may  be  tempted  to  see  how  close  to 


the  wind  they  can  sail.  The  second  instance 
is  the  mention  of  the  descriptions  "medical 
hall,"  "medical  stores,"  "drug  hall"  and 
"drug  stores,"  in  addition  to  "pharmacy," 
as  calculated  to  suggest  a  qualification  not 
possessed.  Here,  again,  the  care  for  detail 
shown  is  likely  to  be  of  material  help  when 
the  time  comes  for  the  Act  to  take  effect. 
The  opportunity  of  doing  a  certain  amount 
of  revision  in  respect  of  scheduled  poisons, 
examination  subjects  and  so  forth  is  also 
being  taken. 

Talbor  in  France 

The  success  of  Sir  Robert  Talbor  in 
treating  agues  and  "feavers,"  in  England 
and  elsewhere,  in  the  late  seventeenth 
century  forms  part  of  the  history  of  cin- 
chona (C.  6-  D.,  1930.  I.  830).  The  col- 
lected correspondence  of  Mme.  de  Sevigne 
supplies  an  interesting  sidelight  on  his  work 
in  France ;  this  brilliant  frequenter  of  the 
Court  of  Louis  XIV  refers  to  the  English 
practitioner  more  than  once,  and  in  terms 
of  hearty  praise.  Thus,  on  September  29, 
1679,  she  Writes  that  he  has  cured  two 
patients  of  bronchial  or  pulmonary  ailments 
with  his  remedy,  "une  certaine  chose  douce 
qui  est  si  admirable  ...  en  verite,  ce 
remede  est  miraculeux."  A  little  later  came 
the  well-known  illness  of  the  Dauphin : 
Mme.  de  Sevigne  informs  a  correspondent 
that  "L'Anglois"  promised  the  King  "sur 
sa  tete"  to  cure  Monseigneur  in  four  days, 
and  that  the  Court  physicians  are  over- 
whelmed by  the  triumphs  of  "ce  petit 
homme."  (Talbor's  name  she  gives  as 
"Talbot.")  It  is  evident  that  the  distin- 
guished author's  relish  of  this  and  similar 
incidents  is  to  some  extent  conditioned  by 
her  estimate  of  contemporary  French 
doctors,  whose  pedantry  she  satirises.  In  a 
reference  to  four  of  them  whom  she  names, 
she  remarks:  "  J'aime  a  les  consulter  pour 
me  moquer  d'eux";  and  on  another  occa- 
sion she  sharpens  her  criticism  with  a 
mention  of  Moliere's  "Malade  Imaginaire." 
Her  principal  ailment  as  she  grew  older  was 
rheumatism :  an  unusual  feature  of  the 
treatment  prescribed  was  that  she  was 
directed  to  lay  her  hands  in  marc  from  the 
vintage  twice  daily.  Medicaments  occupy 
quite  a  small  proportion  of  space  in  her 
subject-matter,  though  she  was  much  con- 
cerned with  safeguarding  her  health  and, 
by  advice,  that  of  her  family.  Only  at  long 
intervals  does  the  reader  light  on  a  mention 
of,  say,  the  Queen  of  Hungary's  water  or 
"bouillon  de  betoine."  Xrayser

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IMMUNITY 

by  H.  Price,  Ph.C,  F.C.S. 

THE  idea  that  the  animal  body  can 
develop  the  power  to  resist  microbic 
infection  is  not  new.  It  existed  even 
before  the  indefinite  conception  of  a  con- 
tagium  vivum  itself  was  accepted.  The  au- 
thors of  Ancient  Greece  knew,  and  recorded 
the  fact,  that  for  some  epidemic  diseases  an 
attack  successfully  survived  gave  immunity 
to  the  person  against  further  infection. 
Specific  ideas  could  not  emerge  until  after 
the  germ  theory  of  disease  was  propounded  ; 
attempts  at  immunisation  were  based  upon 
this  early  knowledge  and  eventually  they 
gave  rise  to  the  work  of  Louis  Pasteur  in 
this  field. 


Early  Empirical  Immunisations 

The  first  empirical  attempts  to  induce 
immunity  were  directed  against  smallpox. 
This  dread  disease  had  decimated  China 
from  time  to  time,  and  the  immunity 
method  adopted  demanded  the  stoical 
fatalism  characteristic  of  that  race.  Based 
upon  the  idea  that  infection  entered  via 
the  respiratory  tract,  the  attempt  was 
made  to  induce  a  mild  attack,  by  introducing 
into  the  nostrils  dried  vesicular  matter 
derived  from  a  smallpox  sufferer.  Often 
success  crowned  the  attempt,  and  the 
patient  had  a  modified  attack,  recovered, 
and  was  thereafter  immune.  Not  infre- 
quently, however,  the  disease  developed  in 
all  its  virulence,  bringing  ultimate  disfigure- 
ment or  death.  In  Turkey,  a  somewhat 
different  method  was  adopted.  The  same 
vesicular  matter  was  introduced  into 
scarifications  on  the  arm,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  mild,  non-fatal  smallpox 
developed.  In  a  small  percentage  of  cases, 
however,  the  virus  displayed  all  its  normal 
virulence,  with  the  usual  consequences. 
The  method  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
unconventional  Lady  Mary  Stuart- Wortley- 
Montague,  wife  of  the  Ambassador  to  the 
Most  Sublime  Porte,  who  introduced  it  to 
England.  Inoculation,  as  it  came  to  be 
called,  was  popularised  after  George  the 
Second's  Queen  had  had  two  of  the  infant 
Princes  immunised  by  it. 

Vaccination 

In  1796,  a  new  and  far  less  dangerous 
method  was  evolved.  Edward  Jenner,  a 
physician  of  Sudbury,  Gloucester,  capital- 
ised a  local  belief  that  milkmaids  who  had 
been  infected  with  cowpox  were  immune  to 
smallpox.  His  first  experiment  was  to 
transfer  material  from  cowpox  sores  on  the 


hand  of  a  milkmaid  to  scarifications  on  1 
arm  of  an  eight-year-old  boy.  Later  1 
boy  was  inoculated  with  smallpox  materi 
and  did  not  develop  the  disease.  SIov 
the  method  became  widely  adopted,  and 
has  survived  to  this  day.  Smallpox  vii 
is  modified  by  passage  through  the  anin 
body,  and  such  a  culture  is  applied 
scarifications  on  the  shaved  and  sterilis: 
abdomen  of  a  calf.  After  being  kept  unci 
aseptic  conditions  until  vesicles  hal 
developed,  these  are  removed,  the  materi 
clarified  and  adjusted  to  contain  50  per  ce:|i 
of  glycerin  as  a  partial  steriliser,  a 
stored  in  a  refrigerator  until  the  bacteri 
content  is  low.

The  Work  of  Pasteur 

The  next  forward  step  in  the  story 
immunisation  was  taken  by  Pasteur,  w. 
had  already  postulated  a  microbic  cau 
for  such  diseases  as  osteomyelitis,  puerpei 
septicaemia  and  furunculosis.  Pasteur's  s 
tention  became  centred  on  fowl  chole 
(cholera  des  poules),  and  he  discovered  th 
the  virulence  of  the  causative  organisi 
which  had  been  isolated  and  cultured,  w 
not  a  constant  quantity.    Using  an  ( 
culture  in  an  attempt  to  infect  a  series 
test  birds,  he  found  that  they  only  < 
perienced  a  mild  attack  and  recovere 
Later,  when  a  second  attempt  to  infe 
them  was  made,  they  resisted  infectio 
To  such  a  culture,  which  by  ageing  h, 
lost  its  virulence,  but  which  retained  1 
antigenic  power,  the  term  "attenuated 
was  applied.  When  such  cultures  were  ust 
for    inoculating    fowls,    the    disease  w 
brought  under  control.    The  doctrine 
attenuation    and    inoculation    was  men 
spectacularly  demonstrated   by  Pasteu 
work  on  anthrax.  He  began  his  studies  c 
this  disease  at  the  invitation  of  the  Agricu 
tural  Society  of  Melun,  whose  members  ha 
suffered  serious  financial  loss  through  tl 
ravages  of  anthrax  amongst  their  herd 
That  B.  anthracis  was  the  causative  organisi 
had  been  proved  by  the  German  bacteriok 
gist,  Koch.    Pasteur,  with  his  assistanl 
Chamberland  and  Roux,  showed  that  th 
meadows  of  Melun  were  heavily  infecte 
with  anthrax  spores,  which  were  brough

munisation  Against  Rabies. 

Rabies  ,was  the  next  problem — a  more 
ficult  one  than  those  previously  dealt 
th  by  Pasteur,  for  the  causative  organism 
|ls  a  virus,  beyond  the  visual  limits  of  the 
croscope,.  and  resistant  to  attempts  to 
lture  it.     Pasteur  found   that  certain 
gs   which   had    survived   rabies  could 
t  be  infected   again.     Using  material 
rived   from   the   saliva   and   from  the 
rvous  system  of  rabid  dogs,  he  attempted 
attenuate   it   by   passing   it  through 
bbits.    This  had  the  converse  effect  of 
hancing  its  virulence,  and  so  he  turned 
ain  to  ageing.  The  spinal  cords  of  rabbits 
ad  of  the  disease  were  dissected,  and 
ied  under  sterile  conditions,  when  it  was 
>und  that  the  organism  became  progressive- 
'    attenuated.     The    ground-up  cords 
ere  used  to  immunise  dogs  against  rabies, 
he  disease  has  a  long  incubation  period, 
p  to  as  long  as  eight  months,  and  this 
Tompted  Pasteur  to  a  new  application  of 
he  material.    Since  he  could  confer  im- 
lunity  in  a  fortnight,  he  attempted  to 
mmunise  dogs  which  had  already  become 
afected,  and  was  successful  in  his  ex- 
>eriment.  He  was  driven  to  the  attempt  to 
mmunise  human  beings  who  had  been 


bitten  by  rabid  animals  by  the  appearance 
of  a  nine-year-old  boy  who  had  been 
lacerated  by  a  rabid  dog.  The  attempt  was 
successful  and  immunisation  later  repeated 
on  another  boy.  Rabies  was  by  no  means 
prevalent  in  France,  but  the  work  never- 
theless created  a  sensation.  As  a  result  of 
Press  prominence  given  to  it,  and  in  honour 
of  his  previous  researches,  the  Pasteur 
Institute  was  erected  in  1888,  so  that 
Pasteur  might  carry  on  his  work  with 
every  facility. 

Suspended  Killed  Organisms 

So  far,  only  living  organisms,  mostly 
attenuated,  had  been  used  in  immunisation 
experiments.  Two  American  bacteriologists, 
Salmon  and  Smith,  found  that  they  were 
able  to  secure  immunisation  with  suspen- 
sions of  organisms  killed  by  heat.  Hog 
cholera  was  their  subject,  but  from  their 
first  modest  experiments,  the  science  of 
immunisation  developed  rapidly.  Haffkine 
prepared  a  vaccine  for  the  prophylaxis  of 
cholera,  and  later  still  Professor  (Sir) 
Almroth  Wright  developed  the  T.A.B. 
vaccine,  conferring  immunity  against  the 
B.  typhosus  and  paratyphosus  A.  and  B. 
This  vaccine  finds  a  place  in  the  current 
Pharmacopoeia.  Travellers  to  the  East 
are  familiar  with  the  joint  cholera- typhoid 
vaccine,  T.A.B.C.,  and  it  is  to  Sir  Almroth 
Wright,  working  in  the  inoculation  depart- 
ment of  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  London,  that 
the  therapeutic  use  of  vaccines  is  largely  to 
be  attributed.  Hopes  ran  high.  With 
success  in  two  fields,  using  a  vaccine  as 
now  understood — a  sterilised,  standardised 
suspension  of  bacteria — the  conquest  of 
disease  seemed  to  be  in  sight.  But  it 
was  not  to  be.  Many  vaccines  were  pre- 
pared and  tried  without  success,  and 
years  of  patient  research  were  necessary 
to  find  the  reasons  underlying  lack  of 
antigenic  power.  In  some  instances  the 
problem  still  awaits  solution.  With  one 
bacillus — that  of  whooping  cough,  B. 
pertussis — it  was  found  that  three  factors 
were  necessary  to  produce  a  culture  that 
would  yield  an  active  vaccine :  the  organ- 
ism should  be  grown  on  a  medium 
containing  human  blood ;  it  should  be 
a  smooth  strain  and  should  be  the  first  phase 
of  its  growth. 

Attack  on  Common  Cold 

The  obscure  aetiology  of  some  infections, 
such  as  the  common  cold,  made  it  difficult 
to  apply  immunisation  to  them.  A  sufferer 
from  the  common  cold  yields  a  variety  of 
organisms,    such    as    the    B.  influenza 
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(Pfeiffer),  M.  catarrhalis,  B.  septus,  and 
possibly  also  the  Pneumococcus ;  these 
may  also  be  recovered  from  cases  of  true 
influenza,  an  entirely  different  condition. 
Vaccines  prepared  from  an  appropiate 
mixture  of  the  organisms  have  been 
widely  tried  against  both  conditions,  with 
varying  success.  Leishman  ("Lancet," 
1920)  reported  good  results  in  the  use  of 
a  mixed  vaccine  against  influenza  amongst 
the  troops.  Recent  work  by  Shope,  how- 
ever, seems  to  show  that  the  primary 
infective  organism  is  a  virus,  the  bacterial 
infection  supervening.  The  virus  has  been 
isolated  and  cultivated,  and  a  vaccine  made 
from  it  is  used,  in  conjunction  with  a  mixed 
bacterial  vaccine,  in  the  prophylaxis  of 
influenza.  Its  efficiency  cannot  be  effective- 
ly demonstrated  until  an  epidemic  of  true 
influenza  recurs.  A  vaccine,  bacterial  or 
virus,  appears  to  have  more  than  one 
effect  upon  the  body.  Primarily  it  produces 
a  specific  immunising  response,  but  at  the 
same  time  it  makes  the  blood  bactericidal 
to  a  whole  range  of  microbes.  The  modern 
dosage  of  vaccines  calls  for  comment. 
Pasteur,  with  his  vaccines  of  attenuated 
organisms,  "gave  daily  or  even  twice-daily 
injections.  Modern  immunotherapy  prefers 
two  or  three  injections  at  intervals  of  from 
ten  days  to  three  weeks.  The.  initial  dose 
sensitises  the  patient,  but  produces  little 
immunological  response,  the  later  dose 
bringing  about  a  large  antibody  response 
with  consequent  long-term  immunity. 

Passive  Immunity 

An  entirely  different  line  of  research  was 
pursued  simultaneously  on  the  Continent, 
where  Roux  and  Yersin,  working  in  the 
Institute  Pasteur,  had  already  shown  that 
the  diphtheria  bacillus  secreted  a  poison  or 
toxin  into  the  medium  upon  which  it  was 
grown.  If  the  broth  was  filtered  free  from 
organisms,  and  injected  into  test  animals, 
it  induced  many  of  the  symptoms  of 
diphtheria.  Von  Behring,  in  1890,  showed 
that  an  animal  which  had  been  injected 
with  the  toxin  and  survived  developed  an 
immunity  to  further  doses,  and  that  the 
blood  serum  of  such  an  animal  would 
protect  a  second  animal  from  the  effects 
of  the  toxin.  The  immunity  so  conferred 
was  termed  "passive"  immunity,  because 
of  its  relative  transience  when  compared 
with  the  "active"  immunity  conferred  by 
certain  vaccines.  The  name  antitoxin  was 
given  to  such  a  serum,  separated  from 
blood  cells  by  clotting  and  filtration,  and 
the  first  (diphtheria  antitoxin)  was  used 
clinically  by  Geissler  in  1891.  Such  passive 


immunity  was  useful  for  the  tennl 
protection  of  persons  who  had  bel 
contact  with  infectious  disease,  and! 
whom  a  vaccine  could  not  be  usl 
induce  permanent  immunity  on  adl 
of  the  negative  phase  that  had  | 
produced.

A  distinction  was  thel 
drawn  between  exotoxins  (extracellui 
"true"  toxins)  and  endotoxins  (endol 
lar).  Within  recent  years  it  has  I 
shown  that  some  organisms  thought  I 
producing  endotoxins  can,  by  c] 
culturing,  be  induced  to  producJ 
exotoxin.  Meanwhile,  attempts  were  I 
to  produce  sera  by  injecting  vaccines] 
animals.  These  were  found  to  have,  i] 
main,  little  antitoxic  power,  but  they 
able  to  promote  the  lysis  of  the  infa 
organism  and  have  therefore  found  a 
in  the  medical  armamentarium.  In 
Dr.  George  and  Dr.  Gladys  Dick  were 
to  cause  the  Streptococcus  hcemol\ 
scarlatina  to  produce  a  toxin  and  ultii 
ly  to  develop  a  true  antitoxin.  Since 
the  causative  organisms  of  gas-gand 
meningitis  and  gonorrhoea  have  1 
yielded  toxins.

)htheria  prophylactic.  A  number  of  such 


toxoids  are  now  in  use  (staphylococcus  and 
tetanus  toxoids,  etc.)  The  last-named  has 
been  used  extensively  in  the  Forces,  and 
has  eradicated  tetanus  among  wounded 
soldiers.  More  recently  still,  it  has  been 
possible  to  precipitate  the  toxoid  as  an 
insoluble  alum  salt  which,  when  washed 
free  of  proteins  and  suspended  in  normal 
saline,  forms  diphtheria  toxoid  alum- 
precipitated,  now  the  standard  prophylactic. 
The  extended  use  of  this  material  bids  fair 
to  place  British  diphtheria  statistics  on  the 
same  satisfactory  level  as  those  obtaining 
in  Canada  and  the  United  States.

He  Work  of  Daniel  Hanbury 

;(    March   24,    1875,    Daniel  Hanbury 
},  ed  away  at  the  age  of  forty-nine.  Had 
I  brilliant   and   methodical   a  scientist 
i  granted  another  few  years  of  life,  we 
lot  doubt  that  he  would  have  further 
ched  the  sum  of  knowledge  in  his 
sen  subjects.  Even  with  this  limitation, 
number  of  investigations  carried  out  by 
.  during  his  brief  maturity  is  astonishing. 
:  present  anniversary  is  not  a  fitting 
ision  for  a  detailed  biography ;   but  ■  it 
it  be  remembered  that  until  about  five 
rs  before  his  death  the  work  of  a  leading 
idon  pharmacy  made  imperative  demands 
his  time,  demands  which  so  conscientious 
pharmacist  could  never  delegate  to  a 
"tner  or  an  assistant.    In  addition,  he 
s  president  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
nference  for  two  years  (1868-69),  and  an 
mriner  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Great  Britain  for  twelve  years  (1860-72) 
a  period  that,  in  his  opinion,  was  seven 
ars  too  long.  Leaving  school  comparative- 
early,  his  attainments  in  science  and  in 
veral  languages  were  mainly  due  to  his 
tiring  industry.   In  our  issue  of  April  15, 
75,  we  reproduced  in  facsimile  a  brief 
>te  in  his  remarkably  clear  handwriting : 
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the  volume  of  his  correspondence  on  scien- 
tific subjects  must  have  been  formidable. 

When  his  name  is  mentioned,  "  Pharmaco- 
graphia" — and  especially  the  first  edition 
(1874),  which  contains  a  greater  proportion 
of  his  work  than  the  second — comes 
readily  to  mind.  That  scholarly  book  is  by 
no  means  obsolete  today.  But  it  represents 
only  part  of  his  contribution  to  nineteenth- 
century  science.  A  year  or  so  after  his 
death  a  collection  of  his  monographs, 
together  with  his  Conference  presidential 
addresses,  the  articles  on  prices  written  for 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Almanack  of 
1870;  and  a  few  other  items,  was  published 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Joseph  Ince. 
Hanbury  also  contributed  to  the  proceedings 
of  the  Linnean  Society  (of  which  he  became 
treasurer),  to  "Notes  and  Queries,"  and  to 
"The  Athenaeum."  In  lighter  vein  he 
read  a  paper  at  the  Conference  of  1864  on 
a  holiday  in  France,  incorporating  a  few 
botanical  and  chemical  notes.  The  care 
expended  on  every  subject  he  took  in  hand 
may  be  instanced  by  his  studies  in  the 
history  of  Chinese  materia  medica,  which 
occupied  over  three  years.  Though  he  never 
visited  China,  he  travelled  extensively  in 
Europe  and  the  Near  East  in  search  of 
first-hand  information  on  medicinal  plants, 
and  projected  a  tour  in  India  for  the  same 
purpose.  After  declining  for  some  years  to 
allow  himself  to  be  proposed  for  election 
to  the  Royal  Society,  he  at  last  yielded  to 
the  wish  of  friends,  and  became  a  Fellow 
of  the  Society  in  1873;  but  it  is  typical 
that,  with  one  exception,  he  never  knew 
who  signed  his  certificate.  His  was  the 
true  scientific  mind,  regardless  of  fame  and 
caring  only  for  the  advancement  of  know- 
ledge. 

Perfumery  Situation  in  France 

When  the  Germans  overran  France  in  1940, 
they  tried  to  acquire  all  the  essential  oils 
they  could  find.  It  would  be  untrue  to  say 
that  they  carried  out  this  policy  with  a 
show  of  brutality.  On  the  contrary,  they 
came  as  business  men,  ready  to  make  pur- 
chases. Nevertheless,  their  purchases  were 
a  factor  in  creating  scarcity.  Already,  in 
1939,  the  Government  had  allowed  a  price 
increase  of  30  per  cent,  in  perfumery,  and 
a  further  increase  of  50  per  cent,  was  sanc- 
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tioned  in  1943.  Conditions  in  the  capital 
today  are  such,  however,  that,  despite  these 
increases,  toilet  articles  remain  among  the 
most  reasonably-priced  goods  obtainable. 
For  this  reason,  allied  soldiers,  as  were  the 
occupying  German  troops  before  them,  are 
being  attracted  to  spend  money  on  per- 
fumery and  cosmetics — items  which  they 
find  well  within  reach  of  their  purses. 

Obstacles  to  Recovery 

Yet  the  industry  is  confronted  with  diffi- 
culties which  will  not  be  easily  overcome. 
In  the  first  place,  all  commerce  from  outside 
France  has  been  virtually  at  a  standstill 
since  1942.  This  has  meant  that  no  over- 
seas essential  oils  have  been  imported,  and 
consequently  composite  perfumes  have  been 
almost  unobtainable.  By  contrast,  single- 
flower  perfumes  are  in  much  better  supply, 
for,  despite  the  turnover  of  much  land  to 
essential  food  purposes,  Grasse  continues 
to  produce  perfume  flowers.  Happily,  there 
is  ample  evidence  that  the  French  Govern- 
ment is  thoroughly  aware  of  the  importance 
of  the  perfumery  industry  to  the  economy 
of  the  country,  and  is  doing  all  it  can  to 
help.  Owing  to  the  present  lack  of  many 
essential  raw  materials,  however,  little  can 
be  done  in  the  immediate  future.  There  are 
virtually  no  bottles,  string  or  paper,  while 
transport  itself  is  not  available.  Necessarily 
there  has  been  a  decline  in  trade,  and  there 
are  distinct  shortages  of  commodities  for 
which,  paradoxically  enough,  there  is  a 
tremendous  demand  from  the  troops. 
Among  other  handicaps,  the  French  cos- 
metic industry  is  suffering  from  a  severe 
lack  of  fats,  as  the  Government  has  for- 
bidden the  use  of  all  alimentary  fats  in  cos- 
metics production.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
"black  market"  in  France  is  large,  and 
there  are  few  commodities  which  cannot  be 
bought  there — at  a  price.  When  the  fat 
shortage  became  acute,  many  small  firms 
sprang  up,  taking  advantage  of  particular 
connexions  to  produce  toilet  creams  and 
other  cosmetics.  Some  of  these  small  manu- 
facturers made  use  of  synthetic  materials 
and  "ersatz"  fats,  but  a  great  many  man- 
aged to  buy  the  real  thing  and  re-sell  it  at 
more  than  the  controlled  price. 

The  Germans,  during  their  occupation, 
took  full  advantage  of  the  situation.  They 


were  never  averse  to  buying  on  the  "h 
market,"  and  placed  large  orders  at  |h 
prices  for  creams  to  be  used  by  their 
troops  on  the  Russian  front.  Mami 
turers  of  such  creams  for  the  Germans  -e 
not  to  be  found  among  members  of!  ie 
trade  associations,  but  were,  in  fact,  obs  re 
and  opportunist  manufacturers  whose  1  i- 
nesses  have  since  virtually  disappej  |l 
Finally,  air  attacks  have  accounted  f 
high  degree  of  material  destruction.

Mr.  W.  E.  Hollows  said  the  scheme 
ould  depend  on  there  being  enough  money 
)  pay  for  it,  and  the  President  agreed 
lat  it  would  cost  considerably  more  than 
resent  estimates. 

Mr.  H.  Holmes  considered  that  the 
ociety  should  present  a  stronger  case  to 
le  Government,  and  deplored  the  tendency 
mongst  officials  to  decry  the  rank  and  file 
f  pharmacy.  He  considered  that,  as  the 
Antral  Pharmacy  Board  would  be  in 
ontrol  of  pharmacists,  it  should  consist 
ntirely  of  pharmacists.  He  thought  a  lot 
»f  the  troubles  in  pharmacy  were  due  to 
roung  pharmacists  being  turned  out  into 
he  world  without  being  educated  in  the 
correct  way  to  run  a  pharmacy.  The 
President  replied  that,  as  the  Central 
Dharmacy  Board  would  have  the  handling 
)f  considerable  public  funds,  he  felt  sure  the 
government  would  insist  upon  represent- 
ition. 

^  Mr.  H.  H.  Gale  wanted  to  know  if  the 
Society  was  strong  enough  to  refuse  to  do 


the  dispensing  unless  the  remuneration 
were  adequate.  The  reply  was  that  this 
was  largely  up  to  the  individual  pharmacist. 
Before  any  terms  were  agreed  upon  they 
would  be  submitted  to  branches  for  their 
comments. 

Treatment  of  Resolutions 

Mr.  H.  T.  Franks  asked  if  resolutions 
from  branch  meetings  would  be  treated  in 
the  same  way  as  those  passed  at  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting.  The  President 
pointed  out  that  the  resolutions  passed 
were  not  binding  on  the  Council,  but  were 
put  before  them  for  consideration ;  it  was 
not  right  that  a  resolution  carried  by  some 
seventy-eight  votes  to  forty-five  should  be 
binding  on  the  Council. 

Mr.  Holmes  asked  how  members  could 
be  assured  that  the  Council  knew  the  feel- 
ings of  the  branches,  which  so  rarely  saw 
any  member  of  the  Council. — The  Pre- 
sident :  Every  branch  is  entitled  to  have 
a  member  of  the  Council  down  for  one 
meeting  a  year. 

Mr.  Franks  was  pleased  to  hear  the 
president  say  he  desired  all  dispensing  to 
be  reserved  to  pharmacists,  and  that  they 
should  ask  for  adequate  remuneration  from 
the  Government,  but,  so  far  as  he  remem- 
bered, Mr.  Linstead  had  shown  at  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  a  decided 
reluctance  to  support  either.  He  would 
like  to  know  which  officer  represented  the 
attitude  of  the  Council,  as  the  two  speeches 
definitely  did  not  tally.  The  President 
replied  that  Mr.  Linstead  had  been  referring 
to  the  odd  5  per  cent,  of  dispensing  outside 
the  proposed  National  Health  Service. 

Limitation  of  Apprentices 

Miss  M.  A.  E.  Ashplant  suggested  that, 
if  there  were  too  many  pharmacists,  it 
would  be  better  to  limit  the  number  of 
apprentices  rather  than  the  number  of 
pharmacies. — This  was  being  done  by 
limiting  the  number  allowed  to  each 
pharmacist.  After  the  war,  some  form  of 
inspection  to  establish  the  suitability  of 
a  pharmacy  for  training  would  be  carried 
out. 

Mr.  Hollows  said  that  such  inspection 
would  result  in  a  good  many  pharmacies 
being  rejected,  and  Mr.  Clarke  asked  if 
the  Council  visualised  pharmacies  devoted 
solely  to  the  dispensing  of  medicines,  or 
whether  pharmacists  would  have  to  con- 
tinue to  trade  in  many  outside  lines  in 
order  to  make  a  living.    The  President 
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thought  that  pharmacies  would  remain  very 
much  as  at  present. 

Mr.  Franks  asked  if  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  Council  to  press  for  the  abolition  of  the 
National  Formulary,  and  to  ensure  equal 
remuneration  in  England  and  Scotland. 
The  reply  was  that  the  National  Formulary 
was  a  matter  for  the  medical  profession,  as 
it  was  issued  for  their  convenience.  Scottish 
pharmacists  were  anxious  that  the  fees  for 
England  should  be  raised  to  the  Scottish 
level,  and  not  vice  versa. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Guymer  said  that  the  British 
Medical  Association  had  presented  a  much 
stronger  case  to  the  Government  than  had 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  wondered 
whether  it  was  because  the  doctors  sup- 


ported their  leaders  better,  or  w1 
they  had  better  leaders.  The  Pres. 
replied  that  the  strength  of  the  E 
rested  largely  on  its  representati' 
Parliament  and  on  the  fact  that  they 
the  strongest  "trade  union"  in  the 
The  Council  hoped  to  be  able  to  est, 
a  parliamentary  fund  to  help  su 
candidates. 

Presentation  to  ex- Secretary 

The  President  then  presented 
D.  Evans  with  a  fountain  pen  and  cl 
as  an  appreciation  from  the  branch  fbi 
ten  years'  work  as  secretary.

CANDIDATES  AT  BLOOMSBURY  SQUARE 


A  meeting  to  afford  London  pharmacists 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  the  policies  of 
candidates  for  the  Council  was  organised 
by  the  West  Ham  and  East  Metropolitan 
Branch  of  the  Society  and  held  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square  on  March  1.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Cloud  (president,  West  Ham  and  Eastern 
District  Association  of  Pharmacists,  and 
branch  chairman)  presided,  and  eight 
candidates  attended.  The  audience  in- 
cluded prominent  members  of  most  of  the 
other  London  branches.

Mr.  J.  Ross-Mansell  said  he  should 
no  doubt  apologise  for  his  candidature  as 
he  had  not  previously  identified  himself  with 
pharmaceutical  politics.

(Witness  the 
recent  formation  of  National  Co-operative 
Chemists,  Ltd.) 

"On  these  grounds  this  Branch  also  feels  that 
it  cannot  support  the  candidates  for  the  forth- 
coming election  mentioned  in  a  recent  pamphlet 
sent  out  by  the  Nottingham  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  included  the 
name  of  an  ex-president  who  was  president 
when  the  1941  Act  was  passed."

I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt 
t  the  time  has  come  for  an  overhaul  of 
sting  legislation  and  for  a  number  of 
erations.   The  whole  question  has  been 
ly  discussed  with  the  Medical  Faculty  of 
b  University,  and  with  the  Council  of  the 
armaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ire- 
d,  and  the  measure  now  before  the 
>use  is — so  far  as  these  two  interests  are 
icerned — an  agreed  measure. 
The  first  part  is  designed  for  the  protec- 
n  of  sufferers  from  certain  specified  dis- 
es.   I  am  advised  that  there  is  a  con- 
jlerable  sale  of  supposed  remedies  for  such 
ments,   recourse   to   which   keeps  the 
fferer  away  from  the  skilled  practitioner 
til  the  malady  is  far  advanced.   I  think 
am  right  in   saying  that  professional 
inion  is  solidly  behind  this  provision, 
e  have  introduced  safeguards  to  ensure 
at  the  attention  of  qualified  persons  may 
drawn  to  any  such  medicines.  We  have 
o  inserted   provisions   prohibiting  the 
vertisement    of    articles    for  procuring 
ortion  of  women.    Another  important 
vance  and  public  safeguard  is  the  insist- 
ce  of  a  statement  of  the  composition  or 
nstituents  of  medicines  sold  to  the  public, 
e  have  also  sought  power  to  prohibit  the 
le  by  retail  of  medicines  except  from  a 
lop.  The  object  is  to  put  an  end  to  the 
lie  of  medicines  from  stalls  at  fairs  or 
larkets  or  other  places.  The  sale  of  medi- 
mes  by  these  itinerant  vendors  is  a  source 
f  danger. 


Part  II  deals  with  pharmaceutical  chem- 
ists and  the  Society.  At  present  it  is  not 
necessary  for  any  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  to  become  a  member  of  the  Society, 
and  once  he  qualifies  and  is  registered  the 
Society  has  no  further  jurisdiction  over  him. 
We  propose  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  should  cease  to  be  a 
voluntary  association,  and  that  member- 
ship or  associateship  should  be  conferred 
by  law  upon  every  person  registered  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  druggist.  At  the 
end  of  1944  only  50  per  cent,  of  registered 
pharmacists  in  Northern  Ireland  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Society;  and  of  116  registered 
druggists,  only  seventeen  were  associates. 
Compulsory  membership  will,  I  think, 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  public.  The  Bill 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  Statu- 
tory Committee  to  act  as  the  disciplinary 
body  of  the  profession.  I  do  not  think  it 
right  to  give  this  body  the  absolute  power 
to  deprive  a  man  of  his  means  of  earning  a 
livelihood,  and  have  incorporated  a  pro- 
vision whereby  the  person  affected  may 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is  impor- 
tant to  chemists  who  qualify  in  Ulster  to 
have  their  qualifications  recognised  in 
Great  Britain,  and  a  reciprocal  arrange- 
ment exists  with  Great  Britain,  the  Do- 
minions and  the  Colonies.  To  maintain  that 
reciprocity,  examination  standards  must  be 
kept  at  the  same  level  as  in  Britain,  and 
we  have  asked  for  power  to  assimilate  the 
student  courses. 

Part  Left  to  Experts 

When  I  come  to  Part  III,  I  have  to  leave 
myself,  and  to  ask  the  House  to  leave  itself, 
in  the  hands  of  experts.  This  part  regulates 
the  sale  of  poisons,  and  repeals  existing 
legislation  relating  to  their  sale  or  supply. 
The  third  Schedule  is  in  three  parts  (see 
C.  &>  D.,  March  17,  p.  279).  I  have  had 
the  inestimable  advantage  of  help  from  the 
University  and  from  the  Society,  and,  while 
thanking  all  who  have  given  this  essential 
help,  I  would  specially  thank  Professor 
Mayrs,  Mr.  J.  T.  Nicholl,  and  Mr.  D.  L. 
Kirkpatrick.  While  I  do  not  suggest  that 
any  agreement  reached  between  the  Minis- 
try and  those  most  closely  interested  ham- 
pers the  freedom  of  the  House  in  any  way, 
I  recommend  the  measure  to  the  House  as 
a  substantial  advance.

C.F.  wholesalers  in  Northern  Ireland. 

Local  Associations 

The  President  referred  to  the  invita- 
tions that  had  been  received  by  himself  and 
the  secretary  from  the  Londonderry  Chem- 
ists' and  Druggists'  Association  to  attend 
a  meeting  in  Londonderry  the  following 
evening ;  arrangements  had  also  been  made 
to  hold  meetings  in  Coleraine,  Ballymoney, 
Kilrea,  Garvagh,  Portrush,  Portstewart, 
Bushmills  and  Ballycastle.  Mr.  R.  F. 
McCartney,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  had  consented  to 
take  the  chair  at  a  meeting  that  evening, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  a  strong  local  Associa- 
tion would  be  formed. 

The  President  spoke  of  the  pleasure 
he  and  the  secretary  had  had  in  attending 
the  annual  meeting  and  dinner  of  the  East 
Antrim  Pharmaceutical  Association.  There 
had  been  a  large  attendance,  with  every 
evidence  of  an  extremely  successful  local 
Association.

Cinnabar  deposits  at  Puhipuhi,  New 
Zealand,  were  first  worked  for  mercury 
content  some  twenty  years  ago.

More  recently,  experiments 
have  been  carried  on  by  an  Auckland 
syndicate  in  methods  of  recovery  of  mercury 
from  the  deposits,  and  today,  from  the 
deepest  open-cast  mine  in  New  Zealand, 
with  modern  plant,  the  syndicate  produces 
enough  mercury  to  supply  the  greater  part 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Antipodes. 

Inability  to  secure  adequate  and  suitable 
machinery  has  been  a  problem,  but,  partly 
with  the  assistance  of  the  New  Zealand 
Mines  Department,  it  has  ^been  largely 
solved.  In  spite  of  the  lack  "of  completely 
adequate  equipment,  130  ft",  of  overburden 
of  the  cinnabar  ore  has  been  removed, 
requiring  the  shifting  of  1,000,000  cu.  yd. 
of  rock  and  earth.  The  ore,  pinkish  in 
colour,  varies  in  depth  from  1  in.  to  14  ft. 
The  vein  is,  unfortunately,  so  broken  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  total 
quantity  of  cinnabar  that  may  be  available 
for  treatment.  Adjacent  to  the  ore,  kaolin 
of  good  quality  has  been  found.

Purchase  Tax  on  Teething  Rings 

Sir, — With  reference  to  a  note  on  the 
liability  to  purchase  tax  of  teething  rings 
which  was  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  January  27  (p.  79),  as  the  result 
of  correspondence  with  this  Department, 
J  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  to  inform  you  that 
it.  has  been  found  necessary  to  review  the 
position  of  certain  articles  which  are  being 
sold  tax-free  as  "teethers,"  and  the  follow- 
ing instruction  has  now  been  issued  for 
the  guidance  of  Customs  and  Excise 
officials :  Teething  Rings  and  Teething 
Beads. — Plain  teething-rings  consisting 
solely  of  a  shaped  piece  of  bone,  plastic 
material,  or  rubber,  are  not  chargeable, 
but  the  addition  of  bells  or  other  such 
devices  renders  the  article  chargeable  under 
Class  14.  Teething  beads  and  all  similar 
string  articles  for  infants'  use  (e.g.,  a 
number  of  rings  or  discs  strung  together 
which  have  an  alternative  use  as  a  rattle) 
are  chargeable  under  Class  14,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  they  may  be  offered 
for  sale  as  "teethers."
